SAMUEL GREGG 
Samuel Gregg, Revolutionary soldier, is mried at Gehring!s Chapel 
cemetery, about three miles northeast of Fayetteville. Samuel Gregg's 
children came to Arkansas in 1835, some settling in Springdale am 
country east amd some in Fayetteville. Samuel Gregg is listed as being 
83 years of age in the 1840 census.His grave has bee@m marked by Marion 
Chapter, DAR. 


JACOB PYEATT 


In 1807 Major John Jacob Pyeatt, who had been an officer in the US 
Army, and his brother James and some of their friends and neighbors 
left East Tennessee, Alabama and Georgia, with their livestock, house- 
hold goods am slaves, They crossed the Mississippi at ChickasawBluffs 
and settled at Crystal Hill,on the Arkansas River about 15 miles above 
Little Rock, In 1815 the US Government sqj@mt Major Gibson up the Arkan- 
sas River to establish forts along the frontier, He stopped at Major 
Pyeatt's plantation and learned that the 150 people living in that 
wildemess had not heard of the War of 1812, which ld been over three 
years, (Anderson and Miller: Centennial History of Arkansas Methodism) 
Thomas Nuttall, the naturalist, in his "Travels into the Arkansas 
Territory" (1819), relates that on his trip through Arkansas he found 
the Pyeatt fanilies at Crystal Hill, He spelled the name "Piat". 


One version (that of Mary Pyeatt Carnahan, wife of Rev.John Carnahan 
quoted in Allsopp's Folklere of Romantic Arkansas) says that Major 
John Jacob Pyeatt and his brother James lived near Huntsville,Alabama, 
in the old Cherokee Nation, When they were notified that they were 
trespassers, they constructed a large flat-boat on the Tennessee River 
and started for Arkansas in January 1811. John Carnahan, a Cumberland 
Presbyterian minister, preached a sermon at Arkansas Post in 18ll, be- 
ing credited with preaching the first Protestant sermon in what is now 
Arkansas. In 1813 he came to Crystal Hill near Little Rock and found 
two Cumberland Presbyterian families, Jacob Pyeatt, his wife and six 
children; Janes Pyeatt, his wife am eight children; and two sons of 
the minister,namely James and Jacob Carnahan, In 1815 the first record 
states that he baptized Jenima, infant daughter of James Pyeatt. In 
1842 John Camahan was present at the first regular meeting of the 
Arkaisas Presbytery. The Pyeatts, together with the Carnahans and the 
Buchanans, came up the Arkansas itiver to Van Buren and thence to Cane 
Hi gn S27. 


James and Matthew Leeper 


When the first census of Prairie Township, which includes the town 
of Fayetteville, was taken. in the year 1840, it stated among other 
things that two Revolutienmary soldiers were living here - James Leeper 
aged 79, and one Reding Putman, We find that Reding Putman was not 
born until 1792, so he could not have been a Revolutionary soldier, 
but James Leeper did fight in the battle of Kings Mountain in North 
Carolina on October 7, 1780, as did also one Matthew Leeper who was 
buried near Belmont, Gaston County, North Carolina, 


James Leeper came to Washington Court House, now Fayetteville, in 
1830 and built a small log cabin onthe north side ef the blinck be- 
tween the northeast corner of the Square and the courthouse. He later 
built a house which faced where the Ozark Theater now is. 


But back to James Leeper's Revolutionary service. He moved to David- 
son County, North Carolina, in the winter of 1780-81 and served as a 
Captain on the Border. (Roster of Soldiers from North Carolina in the 
American Revolution, North Carelina Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, 1932). The family of James Leeper, which: had resided in Lincoln- 
town, Lincoln County, North Carolina where his only son Matthew Leeper 
(whom we shall call the Younger) was born on April 4, 1804, moved to 
the new state of Tennessee, where the Leepers resided in Jasper, 
Marion County. It was here that James! son, Matthew W. Leeper, became 
a Mason in 1826, 


They all moved to Erkansas Territory in 1829 and to the new town of 
Fayetteville in 1829 or 1830, where Matthew Leeper served as Re- 
ceiver of the U.S. Land Office as an appointee of his frimd, Andrew 
Jackson,and soen became prominent in the affairs of northwest Arkansas, 
The Leepers, father and son, claimed land inthe name of each member 
of their respective families, including the numerous slaves, and owned 
all’ of the south end of what we call East Mountain and down to White 
River, The burial place of James Leeper and his wife is dow at Combs 
Chapel. Matthew Leeper built a log house on the site of the present 
Knerr place on the south bench of East Mountain. This house later 
burned ard Judge David Walker built the brick house which still stands. 


But to get back to the Leepers — Matthew Leeper was Junior Warden 
of Washington Lodge No. 1, F&AM, of Fayetteville when it was chartered 
on October 19, 1835. (Oscar E. Williams: Washington Lodge No. 1, Free 
and Aceepted Masons, Fayetteville.) Matthew Leeper and his wife (who 
was related to the Walker family) were present at the first meeting of 
the St. Paul's Episcopal Church when it was organized - whether one 
takes the 1840 or the May 23, 1848 date as the founding date of this 
church, He appeared on the list of charter members of Far West Semin- 
ary when it was founded Novanber 30, 1844. But to me, the crowning 
activity ef his life was the orgmnization of the party of 90 people 
from Washington County which participated in the Gold Rush in 1849. 
(Herndon's Centennial History of Arkansas; Arkansas Historical Quarter- 
ly, Vol.VI, No.1, Spring 1947). 


In 1856 President Buchanan appointed Matthew Leeper Indian Agent for 
all the Indians north of the Rio Grande. and south of Arkansas, This 
was perhaps when he went to Texas, where he died in 1894, He is buried 
at Sherman, Texas, (Sources: W.S,Campbel?: Fayetteville 1828-1928; am 
Williams: Washington Lodge No,1.) 


ie Thomas Garvin and His Descendants 


(Editor's note: When we were planning this special D.A.R. issue, I 
asked Miss Albright to prepare short sketches efthe soldiers oftheAmerican 
Revolution who are buried in Washington County and about whom information 
might be available, Among these is Thomas Garvin ef Cane Hill. On the very 
day that Miss Albright turned in her manuscript, she reveived a letter from 
a great-great-granddaughter of Thomas Garvin, accompanied by a most com- 
plete and interesting genealogical record, The lady who sent us this valu- 
able material is Mrs, Guy B. Massey of Wilburton, Oklahoma, a member of the 
Eastern Oklahoma A&M College faculty. She is the granddaughter of Mary R. 
Garvin Reeves, who was the granddaughter of Thomas Garvin, Mrs,Massey is a 
member of the Oklahoma City chapter of the D.A.R., through another line -—- 
that of Capt, James Billingsley, The Billingsleys also played an important 
part in the early history of western Arkansas, The material that follows is 
from the file that Mrs.,Massey sent us, I am sure that our WCHS members who 
have roots in Cane Hill will find it of interest. — W.J.Lemke) 


Thomas Garvin was born in February 1764 in Augusta County, Virginia. He 
died November 23, 1834, on Cane Hill, Washington County, Arkansas, He was 
originally. buried in the Bean cemetery at Parks! Corners, but about 1910 
Dr, William N. Yates, a descendant of Thomas Garvin, had his grave moved to 
the Cane Hill cemetery,A handsome tombstone commemorates both Thomas Garvin 


"who served in the Revolutionary Army" and his won-in-law, Wm.G.Hagood who 
"came to Cane Hill in 1827 and died 1828", 


The record shows that Thomas Garvin served in the Revolutionary Army from 
September 1780 to October 1781 as a teamster under Joseph Carr,wagonmaster. 
Later he served as a ranger on the frontier of Kentucky. Sometime prior to 
1790 he married Elizabeth Young, born April 12, 1772, They were living in 
Greenbriar County, Virginia,but in 1805 moved to Christian County,Kentucky. 
In 1818 they moved to Missouri and in 1823 came to Crawford County in the 
Territory of Arkansas. About 1827 they came to Washington County. 


Goodspeed's History gives the following account of the first circuit 
(county) court held in Washington County: "At a circuit court in and for 
the County of Washington and Territory of Arkansas, on Monday, the 2nd day 
of March 1829, present: The Hon, James Woodson Bates, Circuit Judge. Lewis 
Evans, Sheriff, returned into court list of grand jurors to serve as a body 
for the county at this term of the court, viz: James Buchanan, James Bill- 
ingsley, John Billingsley, David Connor, James Simpson, Hugh Shannon, Wm.L. 
Weddington, John Woody, Wm, B. Woody, Benjamin Garvin, Daniel Vaughan, Alex 
ander Buchanan and R.G.Crisp, who were sworn in, received their charge and 
withdrew to deliberate, Ordered, that Benjamin Garvin is appointed con- 
stable of Cane Hill Township, At the July term following, Judge Benjamin 
Johnson presided, Thomas Garvin acted as foreman of the Grand Jury." 


The record in the Garvin family Bible shows that Thomas Garvin was born 
February 1764. He married Elizabeth Young. Their children were Susannah, 
Elizabeth, Sarah Jane (who married Wm.G.Hagood), Mary M., Joseph, Benjamin 
G. (who married Rachel Billingsley), and probably others, 


Benjamin G. Garvin was born Apr.24, 1800, in Virginia, and died March 30, 
1853, in Ellis County, Texas, He was married Jan.10, 1828, at Cane Hill, to 
Rachel Billingsley, the daughter of John Billingsley and his wife Martha 


Blair, Benjamin and Rachel Garvin were the parents of ten children, as 
follows: ;

Benjamin G. Garvin, son of the Revolutionary soldier, Thomas Garvin, came 
to Washington County, Arkansas, with his parents in 1827, He married Rachel 
Billingsley Jan,10; 1828, at the residence of B.G.Garvin on Cane Hill, They 
were married by the Rev, Jonathan Blair, Rachel's uncle, In 1836 they moved 
to Newton County, Missouri, and in 1847 they migrated to Ellis County, 
Texas, Benjamin died March 30, 1853, Rachel survived him many years, She 
died April 6, 1880, and is buried in Mt,Zion Cemetery, Ellis County, Texas. 


William G. Hagood was born Oct. 1, 1776. He married Sarah Garvin, Their 
children were: Thomas G,, born May 23, 1814; James Buckner, Born Feb, 28, 
1816; Lewis Buckner, born Nov.14, 1817; Elizabeth Archer, born Nov.23,1819; 
James Allen, Born April 14, 1821; Cephas Washburn, born Oct, 27, 1823 (the 
year they emigrated to Arkansas); Roxanna Young, born Sept, 27, 1825, who 
died on the way to Arkansas and is buried on Lee's Creek, W. G. Hagood died 
about 1829 and his widow married John Davidson, Their children: Rebecca M., 
born Aug,27, 1831, married James Carter; and Sarah Jane, born Nov.30, 1834, 
married Houston Shipley and emigrated to Texas. Three members of the Hagood 
family -——- Lewis, Elizabeth and Cephas -- married into the Yates family, the 
children of Nicholas and Elizabeth (Mays) Yates. 


The will of Thomas Garvin, Revolutionary soldier, is on file in the pro- 

bate clerk's office in the courthouse in Fayetteville, It reads as follows: 
Last Will and Testament of Thomas Garvin 
In the Name of God, Amen, 

I, Thomas Garvin, being in full possession of my reason, do make and or- 
dain this my last will and testament, 

In the first place after all my lawful debts are payed, I give, bequeath 
and leave all my property and land claims to my wife Elizabeth and to my 
son Joseph to dispose of for their own support, and for the support of 
Rebecca Ann and Susannah D, and for them to give to any of my orphan grand- 
children or to any of my own children that may come under their care what 
support they can during my wife Elizabeth's natural life, and to make that 
disposal of the movable effects that she and Joseph may think proper, 

At the death of my wife Elizabeth the land is to be my son Joseph's, but 
if he should die without issue then the land to descend to the lawful heirs, 
My grandson, Nonen H. Garvin, to share equal with my own children in each 
division of my estate, 

I appoint my son Benjamin Garvin and Samuel Hudson ‘executors to this my 
last will and testament. Given under my hand and seal this tenth day of 
September 1834, Cane Hill, Ark Tery,.

Mrs. T. G., Phillips (Edith Black), a charter member transferring 
from Charity Stella Langstaff chapter of Fulton, Mo, Resigned in 
May 1927 when removed from city. Ancestor: Robert Gillian, 


Mrs, B. C. Riley (Ruth Lemon), who came by transfer from Charity 
Stella Langstaff chapter of Fulton, Mo, Was elected regent in 
May 1919; resigned because of removal from city in 1919, and 
transfer was granted Oct.21, 1922. Ancestor: Robert Lemon 


Mrs, Olive Edwards Stewart, a descendant of Adam Harmsberger of 
Virginia, Came to Marion Chapter Dec.13, 1924, by transfer from 
Mary Fuller Percival Chapter of VanBuren, Elected to membership 
Sept.17, 1921; corresponding secretary 1925; sponsor, Children 
of the Revolution, 


Amanda Stone, a charter member who transferred from at-large and 
transferred to Martin Pickett Chapter of Batesville; returned to 
Marion Chapter March 1926, Served as treasurer for many years.

Mrs, Nathan Boone Williams (Elizabeth Ware), a charter member 
who resigned 1912 because of removal from city.

She returned to Fayetteville and is buried in Evergreen cemetery 
with regent!s marker, Ancestor: John Jasper Stadler. 


Mrs, L. Dale Wooddy (Fannie Watson), a charter member, descended 
from Capt, Gabriel Penn of Virginia. Resigned Oct, 16, 1926. 

She served in many capacities, inctuding secretary and regent. 
Buried in Evergreen cemetery, with regent's marker,

the Washington County Historical Society. Ina laudatory article, the 
DAR Magazine rerorts that Marion Chapter DAR of Fayetteville las set 
a National record for the amount of advertising secured for the 
national magazine, Quoting from the article: 


"Arkansas so far leads the state societies this year in the total 
amourt: of advertising, with its magnificent record of over $8,000, the 
third highest of all time,behind only North Carolina and Virginia last 
year, Due largely to tlh inspiring challenge of Mrs. H.A.Knorr, State 
hegent, 23 of Arkansas! 29 chapters sent in ads for this issue. 

"Marion Chapter of Fayetteville had the highest record, with about 
$3,000 worth of ads, under the efficient leadership of Mrs,L.L, Baxter, 
hegent, with the aid of Miss Grace E. Albright, Parliamentarian, and 
other menbers, So far this is the largest ad record for any Chapter 
anywhere at any time," }

A Brief History of 
Marion Chapter, Daughters of the American Revolution, 1910-1953 


Marion Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolution was or- 
ganized December 9, 1910, by Mrs, R.B.Willis (Mary Jasper), with Mrs. 
Willis, Mrs, L.D.Woody (Fannie Watson), Mrs.T.G.Phillips (Edith Black), 
Mrs,N.B.Williams (Elizabeth Martha Ware),Mrs.George H.Parsons (Jennie » 
Chandler), Mrs. George Albright (Mary Stone), Mrs, J.H.deRoulhac (Jean' 
Tappan),and Misses Georgia Noman, Olivia Norman, Rowena McCord Galla- 
way, and Amanda Stone, as charter members, 


This list shows eleven members,one short of the requisite number for 
securing a chapter,The charter and origiml minute book of the chmpter 
having been lost, It is quite possible that there was an additional 
member whose name does not appear, The missing charter maenber was 
probably Mrs.Adele Stearns Cole, wiose national number closely approx- 
imates that of other charter members of the chapter, 


The natioml charter was granted February 1,1911. The first officers 
of Marion Chapter included Mrs. Willis as Regent, Mrs.Parsons as vice- 
Regent, Miss Georgia Norman as historian, Miss Amanda Stone as treas- 
urer, and Mrs, Phillips as recording secretary. 


The infant chapter had the usual growing pains. Apparently about 
five or six members atte@mded chapter meetings during the early period, 
for a quorum of five is mthorized to transact business, The contin- 
uous records of the chapter begin with a meeting of September 25,1915, 
Apparently all was not very simple, as Miss Amanda Stone in discussing 
the organization recalled that once Mrs, Willis phoned to the members 
to say that she regretted that the ancestor on wiom she was planning 
to enter turned out to be a Tory. She had to begin all over again with 
another line before she could be accepted, 


At that time they had apparently added Mrs. Mary Frances Gibson 
(31,059) from manbership at large; Miss Mamie Evins (103,776); Mrs, 
Hugo C. C. Botefuhr ( Amelia Harrison ) (104,175); Miss Mary Brodie 
(109,944); Miss Margaret Gallaway (118,533); Mrs. J.L. Hewitt (Beth 
Bought (90,696); Miss Florerce Blair ( 119,177 ): Mrs. Lodie Bi Stone 
(110,732); Mrs. J.M.Thurman (Prairie Brodie) (110,733); Huetta Vaulx 
(118,534); Mrs. H. King Viade (Katie Bibb) (114,581); Mrs. Fred Wahm 
(Carrie Clifton) (117,180); Mrs. J.D.Whitcomb (110,734). 


The programs at this time were pirticularly interesting,For the year 
beginning September 1915, Miss Amanda Stone gave "A Brief History of 
Fayetteville"; Mrs,Clementine Watson Boles,a member of the MaryFuller 
Percival chapter and later an hohorary member of Marion Chapter, 
gave "Reminiscences of Karly Fayetteville": Mrs. Fannie Watson Wooddy, 
"The Territorial Period in Arkansas History": Professor Murphy of the 
University faculty, "Arkansas from 1836 to 1861"; Dr, D.Y.Thomas, also 
of the faculty, "The Civil War in Arkansas"; and C. White Walker's 
paper on "Arkansas During Reconstruction Days" was read by Mrs, Wooddy, 
This last-named paper was ysarticularly interesting, sinee many of the 
incidents came under Mr, Walker's observation and within his personal 
experience, The Chapter felt "tht it is indeed fortunate in having in 
our midst those who are rich in experience of other days". Continuing 
the al a for the year, Mrs. V. L. Jones presented "Arkansas Since 
the Yivil War", and Mrs.A.M,Botefuhr gave "A Sketch of Albert Pike." 


At the meeting on September 25, 1915, Miss Julia Vaulx was elected 
Regent; Mrs, H. King Wade, vice-regent; Mrs, George Parsons, registrar; 
Mrs,Amelia Botefuhr, historian; Mrs,Fannie Wooddy, secretary; and Miss 
Amanda Stone was re-elected treasurer, The constitution having been 
lost, a committee composed of Mrs. H.King Wade, Miss Amanda Stone and 
Mrs, Fannie Wooddy was appointed to draft a new constitution, which, 
after much discussion, was adopted on October 21, 1916. At the June 
1916 meeting, Miss Amanda Stone gave an account of her visit to the 
Continental Corgress in Washington, D.C. 


The subject of marking the graves of Revolutiomry soldiers buried 
in Washington County was first discussed at a meeting of Marion Chap- 
ter on Septenber 25, 1915. On October 14, Mrs. George Parsons was 
appointed one of a committee to locate graves in Washington County. In 
October 1919 the State Regent urged the locating and marking of graves 
of Revolutionary soldiers, at which time the Chapter Regent, Mrs, 
Fannie Watson Wooddy,appointed a canmittee. In January 1920 Mrs.Wooddy 
reported the grave of a Revolutionary soldier located on the Ellis Dun- 
can farm southeast of Fayetteville. In 1923 Mrs. A.C.Hamilton reported 
on the work of locating the grave of James Leeper, but it was not until 
1927 that the grave was located and marked, 


At the October 16, 1915 meeting, Mrs.R.B.Willis discussed the educa- 
tion of mountain whites, At the next meeting, Miss Putzke, teacher at 
the Helen Dunlap Memorial School at Winslow talked about her wrk and 
expressed appreciation for assistance given by the Daughters, Thus be- 
gan a program of contributing to so-called "mountain schools", first 
in Arkansas with contributions of $10 per year to Helen Dunlap School 
and $10 to Mountain Crest School. In 1926 these anounts were increased 
to $15 a year for each school and this continued until the schools 
were abandoned, The chapter continues its interest by contributing 
money and clothing toCrossnore,Tamassee and Kate Duncan Gnith schools, 
this last year having smt about $175 worth of clothing. 


In January 1936 Miss Julia Vaulx, regent of Marion Chapter, D.AiR., 
wrote to some friemis about starting a city library for Fayetteville, 
Armed with clecks for $100 from Walter Wood, a son of Dr.H.D.Wood, and 
$25 from Carl Gray, president of the Union Pacific Railway, and check 
for $10 from Governor Brough, Miss Vaulx called a mass meeting of the 
citizens of Fayetteville. Among those present at this meeting were 
Mrs, Ashton Vincenheller, Miss Florida Read, Mrs, C.H.Brough, Dr. J.L. 
Hancock, Mr. Allen G.Flowers, Mrs, E.G.Nourse and Mrs.J.0.Risser, From 
this group was organized the Fayetteville Library, with Miss Vaulx as 
president, Miss Florida Read as vice-president, Mrs. J.0.Risser secre- 
tary, and Mrs, Vincenheller treasurer. Mrs. Charles Appleby served as 
Chairman of house and grounds and Mrs, E.G.Nousse as chairman of the 
book committee, 


Judge B.F.Campbell gave permission to use tw rooms in the basement 
of the courthouse, At first, librarians were volunteers; later Miss 
Florida Read served as librarian at $15 per month for part-time ser- 
vice. Marion Chapter showed itself solidly behind its Regent by voting 
$25 for the Library on March 18, 1916, and after tmt this sum yearly 
until the library was placed ona millage basis in 1950. Much of the 
activity of the Chapter in the beginning period centered around inter- 
est in getting the library established. In 1916 Mrs. Fannie Wooddy was 
elected a member of the Executive Board of the Library Association, 
followed by Mrs. Leland Bryan and others, including Miss Julia Vaulx 
who haa served continuously since 1925, 


This library has grown from a tiny beginning in a comer of the 
Mayor's office in the northeast room of the basement of the courthouse 
to its quarters on East Street, which gave way to the Times building, 
and finally to its present quarters inthe CityAdministration building. 
Marion Chapter continues to buy books of a historical nature for plac- 
ing in the City Library and members donate their D.A.R,. magazines. 


As early as March 1917 Marion Chapter had been entertaining thoughts 
of inviting the State Conference of the Arkansas Daughters to Fayette- 
ville, Since there were at this time only two places where a conven- 
tion could be convenient ly held -- the Ozark Theater and the chapel of 
auditorium at the University. To use the latter it was necessary to 
secure the approval of the President of the University. 


Armed with the approval of President John C.Futrall, the invitation 
was extended in May 1917, but World War I intervened and the army took 
over the University facilities.The date was changed to March 21 amd 22 
1918,but at that time Fayetteville was qarantined by the State Health 
officer because of a smallpox epidemic which closed the picture shows 
and prohibited gatherings of people. The invitation was accepted for 
1919, but again it had to be withdrawn. 


Firally, in January of 1921 the way seemed clear to bring the State 
Conference to Fayetteville. The chapter was divided into four groups 
for the purpose of raising $200 to entertain the convention, In Feb- 
ruary 1921 Mrs. A. C. Hamilton reported that the invitation of Marion 
Chapter to ertertain the State Conference had been accepted. 


In December of 1921 the chapter was divided into committees. The 
hospitality committee consisted of Mrs. J.T. Hight, Mrs. Sam Nunnally, 
Mrs. Leland Bryan, Mrs.Charles Stone, Mrs.J.R.Jewell and Mrs. Hamilton, 
The decorations committee had as members Miss Margaret Gallaway, Miss 
Georgia Norman and Miss Purnell Wilson, The programs were in charge of 
Miss Julia Vaulx, Mrs.V.L.Jones and Mrs.Virginia Lowry Coffman, Trans- 
portation was in the hands of Mrs. E.M.Ratliff, Mrs. F.G.Baender, Mrs, 
W.S.Gregson and Miss Harriet King. The banquet committee consisted of 
Mrs, Ward Sachs, Mrs.J.T.Buckholtz, Mrs.Ione Leaming, Mrs,Gilbert Cady 
and Miss Stella Palmer (Mrs. H.G.Hotz). The social committee was Mrs. 
Florence Blair, Mrs,Fannie Wooddy, Mrs. L.E.Hall, Mrs.Rodney Stout am 
Miss Charlotte Jackson, The names underscored are still members of 
Marion Chapter, 


The plans for the conference were quite elaborate, The general assem— 
blies were held inthe chapel of Old Main and the dinners at the Campus 
Cafeteria,now the Campus Club building. The delegates were entertained 
by the Chapter with a buffet luncheon on the evening of February 23 — 
$20 from the conference fund being allowed for renting colonial oms- 
tumes to be used in the minuet given at the reception. 


Invitations were extended to visiting DAR's, local DAR's and escorts, 
hostesses who were not DAR's, University Club members, President of 
the Scuthern Memorial Association, Commander of Lynn Shelton Post of 
the infant American Legion, Bresident of the Service Star Legion, 
President of the United Daughters of the Confederacy, Mr. and Mrs.C.C. 
Yarrington, Major and Mrs. Kenneth Halpine, Prof, Allan S.Humphreys of 
the Sons of the American hevolution, the ministers and their wives. 
The Fayetteville Daily Democrat had two special issues containing the 
write-ups of the state conference, All non-resident members were pro- 
vided with copies of these two issues. 


World war I work began September 16, 1916, when Mrs, George Parsons, 
who had just retumed from Little Rock where she visited her son, 
Capt, Lloyd Parsons of Co. B, Arkansas National Guard, reported that 
the Arkansas flag presented by Marion Chapter to Company B on the eve 
of their departure for the Mexican border in June 1916 was much appre- 
ciated. November 19, 1916, a flag was presented to the Boy Scouts, 


May 20, 1916, the secretary of Belgium Relief Fund expressed thanks 
for a gift of $10 sent by Marion Chapter, May 1917 Miss Fannie Watson 
Wooddy reported a visit to Miss Ruth Riley, superintendent of City 
Hospital, concerning Red Cross work by members of Marion Chapter, Mrs, 
deRouhlac was appointed to receive instruction in making hospital 
supplies for soldiers, May 1917 Mrs.George Parsons was appointed State 
Chairman of Committee on Red Cross work, September 22, 1917, Mrs, Sam 
Nunnally and Mrs. F. G Baender were named as a mmmittee to collect 
materials for making bandages for Hed Cross. 


In September 1917 a contribution was made to the library fund for 
soldiers in camps, September 22,1917, Miss Margaret Gallaway described 
interesting scrapbooks made in Louisville, Ky., for amusemert of con- 
valescing soldiers, A cammittee consisting of Miss Gallaway and Miss 
Juliette Mather was named for this work in Marion Chapter. December 15 
1917 a barrel of canned fruit and jelly were sent to Camp Pike for 
convalescing soldiers, to be delivered to War Relief Association, 


January 26, 1918, it was found that $4,498 had been given by members 
of Marion Chapter and families for war relief work, November 16,1918, 
$36.50 was provided for the adoption of a French war orphan; July 27, 
1918, $8 was contributed to help pay for orchestra inthe Hostess House 
at Hot Springs; January 16, 1920, $5 was contributed for Armenian re- 
lief fund; January 15, 1921, a sandwich sale yielded $34, which was 
turned over to Mr.W.S.Gregson, chairman of European Relief fund, to be 
given to starving children of Europe. January 26, 1918, a service flag 
was prepared, showing relatives enlisted in the war: W. Watson Wooddy 
and L. Dale Wooddy, sons of Mrs, Fannie W. Wooddy; Jean de Rouhlac ; 
KE. C. Kalbfers, commander USA; Frances A, Humphreys, 2nd Lieutenant; 
Lloyd Parsons, Captain; W.S.Elias, Corporal; Preston Warner. 


in 1919 the Marion Chapter of the Daughters of the American Kevolu- 
tion developed a plan to erect a suitable marker to commemorate the 
sacrifice of the men of Washington County, numbering 54, in WorldWar 
I. Miss Georgia Norman, a charter member of Marion Chapter, was made 
chairman of the fund which was raised by asking the school children of 
Washington County to give 10 cents for the memorial, $1,700 was raised 
and a young artist, William Steen of New York, was cammissioned to 
paint the mural painting which now hangs in the hall of the Washington 
County courthouse, This mural was unveiled on June 5, 1920, at the 
Ozark Theater, its stage being the only place in the city capable 
of holding the 36-foot by 8-foot painting. 


February 21, 1920, the project was brought before Marion Chapter, 
On March 20, 1920, Mr.Steen met with the chapter committee, consisting 
of Georgia Noman, Mrs, Marian Ratliff, Mrs. Sam Nunnally, Miss Stella 
Palmer, and Mrs, Leland Bryan, On March 29 the chapter voted $100 from 
its funds, to be applied on the mural, and acknowledged a gift of $10 
from Governor C.H.Brough, then in Little Kock, Ways and Means commit- 
tee appointed to raise the money consisted of Mrs, F.G.Baender, Mrs. 
Virgil Jones, Miss Julia Vaulx, Mrs. Florence Blair Patterson and Mrs, 
W. S. Gregson,

On March 17, 1920, a discussion was had of the best means of enter 
taining the returming troops of the Arkansas National Guard who had 
served in World War I. A further contribution which completed the war 
cycle was the gift by Marion Chapter of $25 to establish the Lynn 
Shelton Post of the American Legion, May 14, 1921, a letter from Rev, 
Fliis, Commarder of Lynn Shelton Post of the American Legion, asked 
the chapter to cooperate with the post in carrying out the Memcrial 
Day program on May 30, 


After the rush of World War I work was over, Marion Chapter began to 
offer a prize to the pupil in Fayetteville High School making the 
highest average in American History for the school year, this to take 
the form ofa $5 gold piece to be presented to the winner by the Regent 
at the commencement exercises, At the suggestion of Supt. F.S. hoot of 
the city schools, the award was changed to a medal, This was later ex- 
panded to include the presentation of a history medal toc stude@mts in 
the University High School as well as the city high school. At this 
writing (1953) it also includes medals to students in the Kogers and 
Bentonville high schools — in fact, to any town in which the members 
of the chapter reside, 


In the year 1922-23 Marion Chapter had as its project the furnishing 
of a memorial room in the City Hospital annex which was just being 
completed. The committee for this work consisted of Mrs.Virginia Lowry 
Coffman, Miss Julia Vaulx and Mrs. A.C.Hamilton, 


September 37, 1927, there occurred a meeting which was to have a 
profound effect onthe activities of Marion Chapter. A meeting with 
the chapters of Fort Smith and Van Buren was planned and on this date 
a few members of the Mary Fuller Percival Chapter at Van Buren and the 
Marion Chapter met at Winslow on the lawn of Mrs, Maude Duncan's home. 
Each member brought a box lunch, The Fayetteville delegation included 
Mrs, H.E.Blair, Mrs, Olive Stewart, Mrs. A.C.Hamilton, Miss Ina Knerr, 
Miss Georgia Norman, Miss Julia Vaulx and Miss Grace Albright, Frem 
Van Buremw came Miss Clara Kno, Miss Kebecca Bryan, Mrs.Harry Shibley, 
Mrs. Billy Quesenbury and Mrs, Lucy Kelton, 


Miss Eno had just recently returned from Washington, D.C., where she 
had spent much time copying some of the records from the first census 
of Arkansas in 1830, She copied the pension records for that period 
and presented them to us with the admonition to get busy. Another 
feature of this trip was a visit to the Helen Dunlap school for girls, 
to which the D.A.R. had been contributing for many years, Mrs, A. C. 
Hamilton being the State Chairman for Approved Mountain Schools, 


The next fall a similar meeting was held at VanBuren and this time 
it was truly a tri-chapter meeting. This title came into being when 
the following ladies went over the roads which were just being worked 
to Van Buren, The delegation included Miss Vaulx, Mrs.A.C.Hamilton, 
Mrs, Ellen Earle Richardson, Mrs,G.E.Hastings, Mrs,Olive Stewart, Mrs, 
P,M.Heerwagen, Mrs, W.Grant Thompson, Mrs, Taylor Floyd, Miss Margaret 


Gallaway, Mrs. E. M, Ratliff, Mrs, Earl Bird, Mrs. Alpha Goss and your 
writer, 


But this gets ahead of my story. Equipped with Miss Emo's list, a 
list of Revolutionary soldiers buried in Washington County was assemb-— 
led and the following July the grave of James Leeper was marked as 
part of the Fayetteville centennial celebration services, The marking 
of the John Robinson grave at Thornsberry occurred in November 19303 
while the John Carnahan and John Jacob Pyeatt markers were placed in 
1931. Thomas Garvin's grave had previously been marked by Dr.William 
N. Yates, a descendant of Garvin, 


As early as April 21, 1928, the subject of the D.A.R. participation 
in the Fayetteville Centennial project was discussed and Mrs,.R.E.Blair 
headed a committee to work on the project, A museum was the part of 
the Centennial chosen by the chapter and was duly held in what was 
called the Old Rectory, situated on the southeast corner of Lafayette 
and College avenues, Material was gathered and displayed in this old 
house, which had been the home of the Rev. J. J. Vaulx while he was 
rector of St. Paul's Episcopal Church, With admissions at 10 cents for 
children and 15 cents for adults, the sum of $283.30 was collected in 
the several days the museum was open, The expenses were $94.44, with 
$150 turned over to the Centennial committee, of which Dr, Harrison 
Hale was chairman, The balance which accrued to the chapter was $35.06 
with $9 being made by Mrs.Mary Vaulx Rose, who served lemonade at five 
cents a glass on the lawn in true old-time fashion. The $44 was spent 
in marking the Revolutionary soldiers! graves.There was quite a little 


expense in connection with placing the stones, particularly in the 
matter of drayage, 


The museum was furnished and run by the small group of women known 
as Marion Chapter. Prominent, besides Mrs.Blair, was Mrs, Cener Hight, 
who served as treasurer, Mrs. Ellen Richardson who gave generously of 
her treasures, Miss Georgia Norman, Mrs. A. HL Norman and Mrs, Taylor 
Floyd, whose heirlooms furnished most of the drawing room, Featured in 
the dining room was Homer Jackson's accordian table, also an heirloom. 
The women who stayed by their project as much as 16 hours a day also 
included Mrs,Heerwagen, MissVaulx, Miss Gallaway, the Misses Albright, 
Mrs. Ratliff, Mrs, Charles Stone, Mrs, Olive Stewart, Mrs.F.A.Schmidt, 
Mrs, Mary V. Rose, Mrs.V.L.Jones, 

It is impossible for me to tell all of the details of the musew, 
Since my own particular responsibility was the room upstairs, which 
housed Mrs, Ellen Richardson's big four—poster bed with cords instead 
of bed-slats and with the post with pineapple trim which unscrewed to 
hold the family hard money, 


As time runs out on me, I realize that I have just barely touched on 
the activities of Marion Chapter in the first twenty-odd years of her 
life. I realize that I have not quite completed the perfect check of 
the members, some of which must come later,and that I have not touched 
at all on the impressive ceremony of presenting the Arkansas flag to 
the University HOTC unit to replace one given in an early day by the 
DA R, nor the work which culminated in the marking of the Butterfield 
Trail. All of this will have to wait until a later date, 


But I realize that the DAR is a living organism and its history will 
never have been completely written, because as it is being written it 
is also being made —— including this day of the year of 1953 with its 
landmarks, Because my deadline is approaching, may I write
